REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Citizens of Dunbarton: 


Remembering that our library has been established 
some fifteen years, the question at once arises—have we 
accomplished all that we might, and what is the answer? 

We have grown from a nucleus of one hundred books, 
given by the state, to ten or twelve hundred volumes. 

We have modernized the library by introducing the 
*“Dewey Glassification’’ and the ‘‘Brown charging sys- 
tem.’’ We have risen to a circulation of twelve or fifteen 
hundred books loaned per annum. 

The town has provided new shelf room and things 
necessary as needed. A hanging lamp has been provided 
the present year. 

All this is good, but not enough. We are stopping short 
of the mark. | 

We need more enthusiasm and a larger and more gen- 
eral circulation. We want the codperation of the school 
board and teachers. We want to put such books in the 
library as shall draw the scholars to it. Let the school 
board and teachers so direct the studies as to make it 
necessary for the scholars to consult the library. 

Give your trustees the stimulus to add more books of 
reference and less of fiction. Create in the child a thirst 
for knowledge—real knowledge—rather than something 
to tickle the imagination just for the moment. Call for his- 
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tory, from which we learn what has been and thereby 
profit. Call for travel, from which we gain knowledge of 
the world. | 

We hope in the near future for lower taxes and better 
times, and then we can again think of a new library build- 
ing. We must certainly have more room. Our shelves 
already are running over, and we are continually inereas- 
ing, books are constantly being added. Twenty-one have 
been purchased the present year and put into circulation. 

But what is our report? We hesitate, yet we must say 
it. We have simply stood still—not advanced—not gone 
back. We eall upon you, citizens, to make greater effort 
to use the privileges of the library. Do not give your 
trustees opportunity to ever again so report, but advance.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting our annual report of the schools, we feel 
that it is the record of a prosperous year. 

We were again able to have thirty-six weeks of school, 
and there has been no epidemic of contagious disease to 
break up any school. 

Our corps of teachers have been without exception, 
faithful, painstaking, hard working and conscientious. 

The only break in the continuity of school work, was at 
the Centre, Miss Chaney being unable to return to her 
work until the sixth week of school, owing to illness in 
her home. ‘The school, however, was closed only one week, 
as we were so fortunate as to obtain, for the next four 
weeks, the services of a very suecessful young teacher, 
Miss Edith B. Grant of Goffstown, who,, happily for us, 
was at leisure that month. 

A change of teachers during a term is usually quite a 
detriment to a school, but in this instance the two teachers 
were able to dovetail their work so closely together that 
the school went on without a break, a fact which speaks 
well for the skill and tact of both teachers. 

We have made one change in the text-books this year. 
We substituted Frye’s latest edition of his geography for 
the one already in use, as it seemed a great improvement 
on the former edition. 

While something has been accomplished for the good of 
our schools, there is still much to be desired. We need in 
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every school a good gazetteer, and a good condensed en- 
eyclopedia, such as Zell’s, for example, also new maps and 
charts. We hope to make some additions each year, for 
books, maps and charts are the working tools of a school, 
and we know that the better implements we place at their 
disposal, the better work can be done by pupils and teach- 
ers. We know, too, that the welfare, prosperity and repu- 
tation of a community depend upon the excellence of its 
schools.
